The tank. according ti) plans will | 
m easure GI feet in diam ete r; 37 feet 
below the water line in length an d six 
feet above the water line. 
It will be 
IOO feet from the ground to the water 
line. It will rest on eight legs, m o u n t­ 
ed on concrete foundations, similar to 
the present tank at Pond an d Mul­ 
berry streets. It will be fed through a 
riser five feet in diameter, 132 feet 
high T h e re will be approxim ately 3()o 
cubic y a rd s of concrete in the founda­ 
tions. The estimated cost is between 
14"..OOO and 
$50,000 and the project 
will be financed solely through the 
revenue of the water de partment. 
Tile subject of the erection of the 
tank came before council last night 
when councilman Pfeifer, chairman of 
water committee, presented the sub­ 
ject for consideration. 
Councilman Pfeifer informed coun­ 
cil that “dui ihg the past five years the 
pum page at the wate r pum ping station 
lias increased from 390,000.000 gallons j 
in 1933. to an estimated pumpa ge o f 1 
050,000,000 gallons in 1937.
